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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The scope of independent claims 1 and 8 has been changed. Claims 1 and 8 have been amended to state 
that at least two register files are selected and addressed based on an indication in the instruction word, wherein the Indication provides 
Information for selecting which of said at least two register files. Previously, claim 1 simply stated that the slectlon was made if an 
instruction word comprised an indication, but it is inherent that an instruction word gives an indication and no relation between the 
Indication and the selection was given. Further, claim 8 previously only stated that all of said register files were selected and now the 
scope has changed to say that at least two of the register files are selected. Finally, both claims 1 and 8 have been further limited to show 
that the indication provides information for selecting which of said at least two register files where previously the Indication of the claims 
could have simply been read as an indication to do a selection without information on which files to select. Thus new issues have been 
raised for claims 1 and 8 due to a change in scope of those claims and further search and/or consideration will be needed for proper 
examination. 
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
